A Disunifying Project 

There appears to be no secret about 
the purpose of the French-language broad- 
casting station in Edmonton for which a 
commercial license will be sought from the 
governors of the CBC shortly. 


Those who are promoting this project | 


have distributed throughout Alberta a docu- 
ment entitled “Catechism re Western French 
Radio.” This catechism consists of a series 
of questions and answers which purport to 
give all essential information to French- 
Canadian families., 

There are a number of points emphas- 
ized in this catechism of which the Alberta 
public as a whole should be informed. For 
instance, there is a totally erroneous claim 
that Canada is a bilingual country. A need 
for French language stations exists, the 
argument goes, so that the use of the French 
language will be preserved. 

Canada, of course, is not a bilingual 
country. Quebec only is bilingual. English 
is the official and legal language of Alberta 
and Alberta schools. People born in Alberta 
are supposed to learn English in the schools. 
Therefore no language other than English 
need be used in radio broadcasts. 

But ample proof that the matter of keep- 
ing the French language alive is only a pre- 
text is found in subsequent paragraphs. For 
example: 

“Q. Will French stations aid us very 
much? A. Certainly. They will help us more 
than we imagine. For the English radio is 
rapidly Anglicizing us. It is an enemy against 
which we must fight with the same wea- 
pons.” 

The French language radio, then, is de- 
liberately intended to be a disunifying 
agency, to perpetuate the differences of 
race and creed in Canada. 

Then comes a series of items scattered 
through the catechism which are significant: 


“Q. Can it be said also that the French | 


radio is a necessary enterprise from the point 
of view of religion? A. Yes. English pro- 
grams are for the most part pagan and 
dangerous programs.” 

“Q. What would our Lords and Bis- 
hops think of it? A. Our Bishops have 


not only pronounced themselves in favor of | 


the enterprise—they are patronizing it and 
have even requested the permits themselves.” 
“Q. Will there be a rigorous censorship 


on programs from the religious point of | 


view. A. The representatives of the 
Bishops who will always sit on the commit- 
tees of direction will have full power to cen- 
sor the programs.” 

“Q. Upon whom will fall the task of 
collecting the necessary funds to reach and 
even surpass the parish objectives? A. 
Upon the priests aided by local committees.” 

“Q. Will the proposed stations be French 
stations? A. 
cast only French programs except when re- 


ligious or French-Canadian propaganda is 


concerned.” 

It is abundantly clear, then, that the pro- 
posed Frenvh language station in Edmonton 
is to operate chiefly for the purpose of 
maintaining a breach between French-speak- 
ing and English-speaking Canadians, for the 


purpose of promoting the Roman Catholic | 
Faith and, as indicated in the last quoted | 


answer, for the purpose of proselytizing those 
of other communions. 

There is absolutely nothing wrong with 
these latter efforts in themselves. The 
Roman Catholic Church has every right to 
instruct and inform its own members and to 
seek converts. But it has no right to under- 
take these tasks through any agency that be- 
longs to the people of Canada. It has no 
right to ask for a wave length for these 
purposes to reach five per cent of Alberta 


people when a commercial wave length is | 


not available for all the people of Alberta 
through their government. 

After refusing the government of Al- 
ber‘a a commercial! license, the governors of 
the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
would be guilty of incredible effrontery if 


they issued such a license to a minority | 


group for divisive, racial and sectarian pur- 
poses. 


Dead in a Police Cell 

An elderly man was found wandering 
aimlessly and dazedly through Edmonton 
a@ireets a few days ago and was picked up 
and turned over to the city welfare depart- 
ment. The welfare department placed him 
in the Blakemore Home. 

Later he began to create a disturbance 
and gave evidence that his mind was af- 
fected. He wes removed to a police cell and 
given a sedative. During the night he died 

It is a distressing commentary upon the 
inadequacy of Edmonton's social institutions 
and upon the quality of official thinking 
when no place was available for this poor 
deranged old man to breathe his last except 
on @ pallet in a police cell. 

There is too much of this dying in police

It is possible that this man’s malady 
|}might have been incurable. Perhaps no 
medical skill could have saved him. But 
is this the sort of thing Canadian citizens are 
to expect if mental illness overcomes them 
| to be thrown into a police cell to die? 

If no official institutions exist for the 
| care of such violent cases, it is time such in- 
| stitutions were provided. 

The poverty of our social resources is 


| pitifully emphasized when there is no place 


| for a dying lunatic but a prison cot. 


God’s Hope for Man 


It has frequently been asked why man, 
of all creation, exercises a capacity for reb- 
| ellion and disturbance and why man, of all 
creation, is capable of sin. 
| It must be admitted that before man 
came the problem of creation was simple. It 
| was a perfect world whose machinery could 
never go wrong but should execute God’s 
will with perfect regularity forever. 

With wonder and awe, we see how com- 
pletely He has accomplished that harmony in 
the inanimate world and in the lower 
animal creation. Every year the earth ac- 
complishes its task of seedtime and harvest. 

| Every star and planet keeps unfailingly to its 
course, Every atom obeys the forces acting 
upon it with absolute precision and the whole 
world of the lower animals obeys the instincts 
given them. There is no failure, no disobed- 
ience, no hitch anywhere. 

Why, then, people ask, did God not 
create ‘man mechanically perfect as the 
others? 

The reason is that God’s hope for man 
rose above mere mechanical perfection. Man 
must be more than a robot. He is to obey, 
not because he must, but because he chooses 
to do so. In other words, he is to partake, 
to an infinitesimal degree, of God’s own nat- 
ure in that he is given the power to choose 
for himself immortal life or everlasting 
death. 

Man could never become an immortal 
soul without this vestige of power over his 
own destiny. No matter how clever or 
beautiful or strong he was, he would still re- 
main a mechanical creature without his abil- 
ity to choose between good and evil, without 
his conscience which causes him anguish 
and without sin as the alternative to divine 

| obedience. 

| Sin is necessary to man’s salvation he- 
cause, in order to be more than a robot, he 
must of his own will turn his back upon it. 


This is God’s hope for man—that he | 


will attain perfection, not by divine decree, 
but by his own free choice.

OTTAWA, Aug. 23—(CP)—Wil- 
liam Louis Scott, eminent Ottawa 
lawyer for 60 years and _ well- 
known welfare backer, died in hos- 
pital last night.
